Secretary Rippey rode over the 
Wabash railroad a few days since 
in company

dealer from 
Des 
Moines, 
Iowa, 
who had been negotiating for a 
tract of Missouri land. 
This man 
stated that Iowa farmers and cap­ 
italists were looking to the cheap 
lands in Missouri as an opening 
for a most profitable investment; 
that thousands of them would in­ 
vest their surplus here witnin the 
next tw'elve mouths, and that im­ 
migration from Iowa and Illinois 
might be expected to continue as 
long 
as 
Missouri’s 
feitile 
lands 
could be bought at the prices at 
which they are now offered. 
He made inquiry about the St ite 
Fair and the character and price of 
Pettis county 
land, 
and thought 
breeders 
of improved 
live stock 
would seek locations 
here 
when 
fully informed of existing favorable 
conditions. 
Secret iiy 
Rippey 
urges 
that 
every effort should be made by Se­ 
dalia and Pettis county to attract 
this immigration and to secure the 
location of at least a share of these 
energetic, progressive citizens from 
adjicent states. 
He thinks the State Fair wdil be 
one 
strong 
inducement 
to

stock breeders, but in order to get 
the 
best 
results 
and make it a 
means of attracting immigration, 
a series of live stock sales should be 
inaugurated 
and 
the 
State Fair 
grounds made the 
sale yards for 
the product of the breeding estab* 
lishmenU 
of 
th^s 
and 
adjacent 
states. 
In order to do this successfully 
the street car line must be extend­ 
ed to the fair grounds. 
While the steam railroads may 
furnish 
ample transportation 
fa­ 
cilities for visitors during the an­ 
nual exhibition, they cannot be ex­ 
pected to put on trains to the fair 
grounds for stock 
sales, trotting 
matinees and many 
other events 
that 
might be billed most every 
week' 
Stock sales would advertise the 
fair and 
Sedalia, 
and would en­ 
courage breeders to locate in the 
county. 
These breeding establish­ 
ments would, in time, have their
